PARIS, Sept. 8 (AP)—Turkey | 
assured the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization today that | 
all possible measures are being | 
taken to prevent recurrence of 
anti-Greek rioting in a dispute | 
over the island of Cyprus. 

This came as reports from | 
Athens said Greece was can- 
celing participation in NATO 
maneuvers as a result of anti- 
Greek violence in the Turkish 
cities of Istanbul and Izmir 
Tuesday night, 

With relations between 
two NATO nations at a low 
point, NATO Secretary Gen- 
eral Lord Ismay summoned the 
NATO Council into special ses- 
sion to discuss the situation 
eaused by the riots. 

Two Hour Session. 

Delegates representing the 
15 nations in the Western de- 
fense organization met for al- 
most two hours behind closed 
doors. 

No communique was issued, 
but persons who attended said

Mehmet Ali Tiney, Turkey’s 
permanent representative on 
the Council, informed fellow 


members his country was tak- 
ing all measures to prevent any 
new violence. 

Georges Extinaris, the per- 
manent Greek representative to 
NATO, reported on the losses 
suffered by Greeks living in 
Istanbul and by Greek officers 
at Izmir, headquarters’ of 
NATO’s southeast command. 
NATO sources said it was a re- 
port and not a protest. 

NATO’s military advisers in- 
formed the Council that order 
had been restored in Izmir and | 
the base was operating normal- 
ly. For this reason, NATO offi- 
cials said. no action was taken 
as to Greek-Turkish co-opera-- 
tion at the base, which would 
be of prime NATO concern. 

In London, where Greek- 
British-Turkish talks on Cyprus 
failed to reach agreement, Greek 
Foreign Minister Stephen Ste- 
phanopoulos said his country 
would continue a “peaceful | 
fight” to achieve self-determina- | 
tion for the people of Cyprus. | 
He denied any intent by Greece | 
to push for annexation of 
Cyprus,

Robertson confirmed that the 
spending total probably will be 
held a billion dollars below the 
35 billions included for defense 
in the revised summer budget 
estimates issued last month. 

But he said that even last 
January, when the official es- 
timates included $35,750,000,- 


000 for defense spending, it was | 


indicated that actua] expendi- 
tures “would be in the neigh- 
borhood of 34 billion dollars.” 
He said Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson and other 
witnesses confirmed this in tes- 
timony before congressional 
committees. 


Conference on Economy. 


Wilson was reported to have 
held an old-fashioned revival” 
conference on economy last 
Thursday at Boyne City, Mich., 
where he is vacationing. 

Robertson issued his state- 
ment to clear up what he said 
was “confusion and misappre- 
hension” stemming from recent 
reports. 


“Specifically.” he said, “the 
impression has been created 
that drastic cuts will be made 


in currently approved defense 
programs in orcer to reduce fis- 
cal year “1956 expenditures 
There is no factual basis for 
these stories.” 

He said efforts will be con- 
tinued to cut costs where pos- 
sible but “no steps will be 
taken which would ad- 
versely affect the attainment 
of approved force objectives 
and military readiness goals.” 

Before Robertson’s statement 
was issued, the possibility of 
further defense cuts was criti- 
cized by Senators Paul Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, and Willis Rob- 
ertson (Dem.), Virginia. 

Senator Robertson said he 
had written to President Eisen- 
hower to protest against further 
cuts. He told newsmen that if 
the United States and its allies 
cut their military strength “it’s 
going to be too bad for the free 
world, in my opinion.” 

‘Sacrifice of Security.’ 

Douglas said the Eisenhower 
Administration would make a 
“sacrifice of national security” 
if it makes massive cuts in de- 
fense spending 

“The Russians have _ not 
changed in their basic hostility 
toward us,” Douglas told a re- 
porter. 

“They are merely trying to 
soften up the United States and 
our allies by smiles, fair words 
and the wave of a cowboy hat.” 
The Senator apparently referred 
to the cowboy hat presented to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov in Wyoming and waved by 
Molotov for news  photogra- 
phers. 


Douglas and other Democrats 
fought all Armed Forces cut- 
backs proposed by the Admin- 
istration at the last session of 
Congress. The Administration 
got some through, however. 

“We will make a great mis- 
take if we let the friendship be- 
tween Marshal Zhukov and the 
President, and Premier Bul- 
ganin’s best wishes for Eisen- 
hower's re-election, blind us to 
the real facts of life.”” Douglas 
said. “Let us keep strong.” 


MALAYA OFFERS 
AMNESTY TO REDS 
WHO QUIT FIGHT 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaya, 
Sept. 8 (AP) — Malaya’s newly 
elected government moved to- 
day to end the seven-year-old 


war with the Communist guer- 
rillas by offering an amnesty to 
all Reds who come out of their 
jungle hideouts and lay down 
their arms. 

The move followed through 
on a campaign promise made by 
the Chinese-Indian-Malay Alli- 
ance government which took of- 
fice last month after a victory 
in the peninsula's first parlia- 
mentary election. 

Before he took office as chief 
minister, the Alliance leader, 
Prince Abdul Rahman, said the 
amnesty would be offered “at 
the right time” and on the ad- 
vice of Lt. Gen. Sir Geoffrey 
Bourne, British director of 
operations against the guerril- 


Ss. 

The Communists have offered 
twice this summer to negotiate 
a peace, but Bourne said he 
turned them down because the 
offer was a Red attempt to ob- 
tain some kind of recognition. 
The British estimate there are 
still some 4000 Reds fighting 
from jungle hideouts.

curity Council. There was a 
meeting today to re-enforce the 
ceasefire which the Israelis and 
Egyptians have agreed to after 
a series of clashes along. the 
Gaza section of their frontier, 

It is admittedly an imperfect, 
patchwork system, but it has 
worked so far in preventing the 
resumption of a major war. One 
reason is that the Arabs do not 
want another war at this point 
They know they would lose it 
just as they lost the last one 
because they are not as strong 
militarily as Israel. 

While they do not want a 
shooting war, the Arabs are not 
ready to give up their economic 
war against Israel. That is what 
complicates the job of the 
United States in trying to bring 


about a permanent peace in 
Palestine. 
The Arabs have not com- 


mitted themselves officially to 
the peace plan announced by 
Secretary of State Dulles Aug 
26. Arab sources here are pre- 
dicting that whereas Israel has 
shown an interest in the plan, 
the Arabs will end up by po 
litely rejecting it 

The favorable Israelis’ re 
sponse is not surprising it 
would be to their advantage 
for that would mean an end to 
the Arabs’ economic boycott 

According to the United 
point of view, peace 
would bring advantages to the 
Arabs, too. The basic problem 
is that the Arabs have not rec- 
onciled themselves to the exist- 
ence of Israel. They feel that 
the Jarid on which it stands

But, then, would 
any question about it arise had the 
robber killed a clerk or customer 
during the hold-up? 


The writer of the letter asks, 
“What is the loss of a few paltry 
dollars compared to the loss of a hu- 
man life?” The thief might well 
have asked himself, “Is the risk to 
my life worth a few paltry dollars?” 
Better that he should earn those dol- 
lars than steal from someone else. 

Feeling sorry for the robber, as I 
did, too, at first reading of the case, 
is similar to feeling sorry for a hit 
and run driver who gets shot in mak- 
ing his getaway. 

To shoot a man on a public street 
and endanger pedestrians certainly 
cannot be condoned. Two wrongs 
can never make a right. Yet, is there 
a “proper” way for the victim of a 
thief to behave? Should he have pur- 
sued him unarmed, or not at all? 

My heart goes out to the victims 
of these too-numerous robberies, es- 
pecially the owners of small cafes 
and confectioneries, usually elderly 
people who operate their business 
alone. 


Too many are beaten up and 
robbed by cowardly thieves for a 
few paltry dollars. Gaining confi- 
dence, they then advance to robbing 
larger stores and businesses. They 
have to be stopped somewhere. 

But come to think of it, it would 
be interesting to know what legal 
rizhts a thief has after he has left 
your property with the loot. Would 
he be entitled to protection from his 
victim?

Get Out the Facts 


One of the very worst sins of the Truman 
Administration was the widespread corruption 
that developed in the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
In St. Louis, In San Francisco, in Boston, in 
Brooklyn, in other major centers, the federal 
agency which is charged with the important 
work of collecting revenue, including the federal 
income tax, was bent and twisted: to serve the 
selfish interests of untrustworthy officials. 

Conditions grew so bad that on Oct. 28, 1951, 
the Post-Dispatch, which led in the disclosures, 
devoted its entire editorial space to a week-by- 
week summary of the facts, entitled, “Diary of a 
Degraded Government.” 

Unquestionably this prostitution of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau—only belatedly cleaned up 
and reformed by the Truman Administration— 
contributed to Dwight D. Eisenhower's 6,000,000- 
popular-vote majority in 1952. The people were 
justifiably sick and tired of the Finnegans and 
Boyles and McGraths and others who used their 
positions for benefit of themselves or the advan- 
tage of their friends. The voters wanted an 
Internal Revenue staff they could trust from

It is against this Truman-Administration back- 
ground that the news of a new “scandal” in 
the Republican-controlled Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice now comes to public light. As developed by 
Edward J. Mowery of the New York Herald 
Tribune, and printed in the Post-Dispatch, the 
allegations are that a career official, Edgar E. 
Hoppe, formerly Assistant Revenue Commis- 
sioner, was fired because he “refused to white- 
wash a derogatory character report on a top 
revenue official.” 

Reporter Mowery says that the details of the 
upheaval have been suppressed by the Eisen- 
hower Administration for nearly two years and 
that they are coming out now only because of a 
six-month investigation by his newspaper. 

Mr. Mowery says further that the cover-up 
involves Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, 
one of the key members of the Eisenhower Cabi- 
net: Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Chap- 
man Rose and Treasury General Counsel Elbert 
Tuttle. The reporter says it also involves Rev- 
enue Commissioner T. Coleman Andrews and 
Deputy Commissioner O. Gordon Delk Jr. The 
revenue officials took the lead in firing Mr. 
Hoppe and the Treasury officers refused to 
intervene. 

The reporter also involves the United States 
Civil Service Commission which he says “barred 
Hoppe from a hearing and upheld the arhitrary 
right of the Treasurer to oust him.” 

It would be a mistake to jump to any conclu- e 
sions until more of the facts are known. This 
may be, among other things, a case of disgruntle- 
ment. Secretary Humphrey, after the first publi- 
cation of the belated news about the Hoppe 
dismissal, says the ousted official “did not meas- 
ure up to the requirements” of his position and 
that he had “a belligerent attitude and disrespect 
for his superiors.” 

* . * 

This may be correct and it may be wrong. The 
Fisenhower aids were wrong when they tagged 
Mr. Hoppe as “a Dunlap-Snyder appointee.” 
Actually Mr. Hoppe began his career service in 
the Administration of the last preceding Repub- 
lican President, Herbert Hoover. 

Starting as an agent and advancing through 
the posts of planning division chief, appellate 
technical adviser, supervisor, management staff 
tax adviser, director and assistant commissioner, 
Mr. Hoppe was well enough regarded by his 
superiors to be lent repeatedly to advise groups 
both inside and outside the Government. 

Thanks to Mr. Hoppe’s suit for $26,000 in back 
pay, the country will hear the case aired in the 
Court of Claims eventually. Meantime Repre- 
sentative Mollohan of West Virginia, House sub- 
committee chairman, and Senator Johnston, of 
South Carolina, Senate committee chairman, 
have promptly annouriced that they are inter- 
ested in getting out the facts. 

For the Eisenhower Administration cannot 
afford to have even a suspicion of trickery in the 
Internal Revenue Service. Not after the Truman 
Administration and the pledges made in the 1952 
crusade for the White House. 
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Serendipity, That’s What 

Serendipity has become one of the major 
glories of researchers, the North American News- 
paper Alliance informs us. Serendipity is like 
looking in a dark dresser drawer for a collar 
button and finding a $20 bill. Webster's describes 
it as “the gift of finding valuable or agreeable 
things not sought for.” 

The entire North American continent, as a 
matter of fact, is just one great big piece of 
serendipity. The explorers who first ran across 
it weren't looking for it at all, but for a short-cut 
to India, and for a long while they didn't con- 
sider it either very valuable or very agreeable. 
It was merely an obstacle in the way of that 
short-cut to India. 

Other products of serendipity include X-ray, 
penicillin, the telephone, the vulcanization of 
rubber, the manufacture of paper out of wood, 
artificial dyes and atomic energy. Serendipity 
is, in fact, what makes the pure researcher so 
mad when someone asks him, relative to an 
apparently non-utilitarian pursuit, what on earth 
he is doing that for. 

In a world where so many ventures intended 
to be useful turn out to be useless, it is nice to 
reflect occasionally that so many ventures car- 
ried on with no other purpose than to acquire 
knowledge for its own sake wind up, happily, in 
serendipity. 
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Congressmen Around the Globe 

The summer season for junketeering Con- 
gressmen is just about at an end and apparently 
American officials stationed in Europe are glad 
of it. They say they are so swamped taking care 
of Congressmen that their duties are neglected. 

William H. Stoneman, a veteran correspondent, 
writes from Paris that “feeling persists that the 
boys who make the laws have gone overboard 
and that future travel should be confined to. 
essential missions of investigation—when it's 
being paid for by the Government.” 

As a perfectly justifiable mission.he cites the 
visit of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
which went to Geneva for the first world confer- 
ence on peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

According to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Stan Swinton in Rome, “for most Congress- 
men a trip abroad is a free ride.” Like Stone-° 
may, Swinton declares that the free rides harass 
American diplomats in Europe so much that they 
“say they can't get their work done.” The ex- 
pense account evil is mentioned in both dis- 
patches, Swinton saying “expenses can include 
anything from a night club tab to some new 
Italian silk ties.” 

If junkets resulted in the Congressmen learn- 
ing something that would make them better leg- 
islators, junkets would not be so bad, but Corre- 
spondent Stoneman writes that many of the 


time-consuming “briefings” for Congressmen con- 
cern material that “could be acquired from 


newspapers or official documents in Washing- © 


ton.” It would seem that a Senator or Congress- 
man sincerely interested in acquiring particular 
knowledge would arrive on the scene with 
enough information to ask intelligent questions. 

After the junketeers have departed, the diplo- 
mats may be able to resume their duties with 
the full attention that they demand. And the 
diplomats can at least quote the old Portuguese 
proverb: Visits always give pleasure, if not the 
coming, then at least the going. 
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Three County Bond Questions 

St. Louis county leaders still have to answer 
three questions before county citizens can make 
up their minds on a civic bond issue. 

When is the election date? The County Coun- 
cil tentatively scheduled this for Nov. 8, and then 
for Nov. 29. Now John J. Cole, Election Board 
chairman, explains that the county would not 
have to canvass voters for seven weeks after the 
Oct. 4 state school referendum, because registra- 
tion books will be closed. Thus the county could 
save $20,000 by holding its bond vote on Nov. 22. 

Surely if the county can spare itself that much 
expense, it ought to schedule the bond election 
a week earlier. There will still be enough time 
for a hard-hitting bond campaign if the campaign 
leaders speed up their work. 

What is the total amount of the bond issue? 
The screening committee suggested $55,200,000. 
That is 15 millions more than the bond projects 
which the voters rejected a year and a half ago. 
The new campaign committee seems to be 
screening the work of the screening committee, 
and Supervisor Luman Matthews has proposed 
trimming the total by some $6,000,000. 

Certainly the bond issue offered this year 
should be held to a list of clear essentials. The 
campaign leaders ought to finish screening the 
screenings quickly and settle on a final offering 
for the voters. 

Finally, how will the bond projects be placed 
on the ballot? Many projects such as parks, 
hospitals and+government buildings fall into 
logical categories. But it would be a serious mis- 
take to lump all the highway projects into one 
bond proposition. 

There is no logic In joining urgently needed 
state expressways with supplementary local road 
and bridge work. Moreover, amalgamating all the 
road proposals in one proposition would amalga- 
mate the opposition to each one. For these 
reasons the screening committee suggested four 
separate road bond propositions. 

The bond list ought to be drawn so the voters 
can know exactly what they are voting for. 
If expressways do not come first among the 
county’s needs, it is up to the voters to say so. 
They can express an honest opinion only if the 
expressway bonds are a single item on the ballot. 
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How Women Can Balk Crime 


Timely warning and timely advice are offered 
to women by the Missouri Highway Patrol as a 
contribution toward curbing an outbreak of 
crimes against members of their sex in this state. 
Men, too, have been victims of muggings on 
St. Louis streets, of intruders who have forced 
their way into a car stopped for a stop sign in 
the metropolitan area, and of robbery and mur- 
der committed by hitchhikers in various parts 
of the country. 

Superintendent Waggoner’s suggestions are 
therefore for the most part applicable also to 
them as well, though they apply to women with 
particular force. Many contacts leading to crimes 
are made, he said, when driving or shopping. 
Women should keep the car doors locked from 
the inside and the windows partly or completely 
raised, never pick up strangers, lock the car 
when parking it and make sure before re- 
entering it that no one is inside, he counsels. 

The highway patrol chief further suggests to 
women that when leaving home they always let 
someone know where they are going and when 
they will return. That they use chain latches 
on house doors, keep window blinds closed at 
night, and be sure their behavior and dress in 
public do not invite unwelcome attention. 
Finally, that they report any questionable actions 
or undue loitering in their neighborhood to law 
enforcement officers. 

These are the counsels, not of alarmism, but 
of common sense, and a little attention to them 
may easily avert real cause for alarm, 
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Pilot for the River Scenic Parkway 

The vacancy in the chairmanship of the Mis- 
sissippi Scenic Parkway Commission, existing 
since the death of the father of the idea, the 
late A. P. Greensfelder of St. Louis, will be 
filled when representatives of 10 states meet at 
Kenora, Ontario, next Wednesday. 

Undoubtedly there are several men in the 
group who would make good as the “pilot,” as 
the Mississippi Parkway supporters called their 
late chief. There is such a man in this area—Dr. 
H. W. Trovillion of Godfrey, who is now vice 
chairman of the Illinois division of the interstate 
commission. Dr. Trovillion has worked long and 
hard on the McAdams highway portion of the 
scenic parkway, north of Alton. Thanks in sub- 
stantial part to his efforts, the necessary legis- 
lative and executive steps have been taken to 
give this area an Illinois state park opposite the 
confluence of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
He is currently at work on the idea of com- 
memorating the historic Lewis and Clark camp- 
site in Madison county, perhaps at the conflu- 
ence park. 

Dr. Trovillion is the kind of man who employs 
the past today for tomorrow. His colleagues on 
the commission will want to select a chairman 


at least as qualified and able to advance the ~ 


great Mississippi Valley parkway in the next 
decade as Dr. Trovillion promises to be. 
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It Did Get Over the Mountains 
Sitting dejectedly on a Long Island airfield 
is a battered 1929 Curtiss Fledgling biplane. It

Adjournment of Congress provides 
an opportunity for taking stock of pres- 
ent federal economic policies. One 
central conclusion emerges. Mr. Eisen- 
hower, with minor reservations, is now 
another New Deal President. 


He has been pressing for the heart of 
what the New Deal stood for — big 
spending, pie government, an over-ex- 
panding paternalism. And the political 


situation is such that there is no real 
We have 


opposition to this pressure. 
now two New Deal 
parties. 

Those millions of 
Americans who be- 
lieve in economy, 
in balanced budg- 
ets, in some curb 
on centralization 
and expanded gov- 
ernmental power 
and paternalism, 
now have no MNa- 
tional party to rep- 
resent them. 

Let us illustrate 
this by specific 
items. We have 
come a long way 
from the time when Mr. Eisenhower 
during his campaign suggested huge 
slashes in: federal spending, and even 
from the day of his first State of the 
Union message when he declared: “The 
first order of business is the elimina- 
tion of the annual deficit.” 


He still pays lip-service to the need 
for a balanced budget, but this goal 
keeps receding into the future. As “the 
first order of business” it can no 
longer be reconciled with his. actual 
policies. 

The worst of them, from this stand- 
point, is his grandiose 10-year 31-billion- 
dollar federal-state road-building pro- 
gram to be financed by special bond 
issues not to be counted as part of the 
national debt. 

Mr. Eisenhower also advocated fed- 
eral aid to local school construction, 
and federal reinsurance of private 
health plans. Both deservedly failed. 

Mr. Eisenhower was successful, how- 
ever, in his plan to continue foreign aid 
on a scale even higher than last year. 
He wants to scatter subsidies totaling

$4,700,000,000 to dozens of foreign na- 
tions in a year in which we ourselves 
have an officially estimated deficit of 
$2,400,000,000. 

For this same year, Mr. Eisenhower 
also insisted on appropriations for 
35,000 public housing units (and got 
45,000). From any standpoint such 
public housing is not merely unneces- 
sary but dangerously ill-advised. It 
promotes subsidies and socialization at 
the expense of private initiative. It in- 
creases a wholly needless deficit. And 
it artificially stimulates still more hous- 
ing at the very peak of prosperity. 


The President insisted on other New 
Deal. measures. At a time when hourly 
wages are the highest in American or 
world history he asked for a boost in 
the minimum wage from 75 to 90 cents 
an hour (and got $1). This measure 
will increase production costs and im- 
peril the employment of the very mar- 
ginal workers it is designed to aid. 

The Administration has also en- 
couraged a whipping-up of the present 
boom by credit expansion. 

It is of course fair to point out that 
the President has taken some actions 
in the other direction. With the Dixon- 
Yates contract he tried to stop the 
growth of the federal public-power 
colossus. Sut that whole contract was 
so ineptly handled and defended that 
the zealots of socialized power think it 
provides them with a crucial 1956 issue. 

Again, the President made an effort 
to put some limit on the present appall- 
ingly costly, inequitable, and dangerous 
farm price-support. program. But his 
action has been so timid that the situa- 
tion is becoming more critical. 

It is also fair to point out that the 
majority of House Democrats supported 
some shamelessly demogogic measures 
and that Mr. Eisenhower courageously 
and successfully fought them (the $20 
income-tax reduction for everybody, and 
the splapdash social-security revisions).

THE PEOPLE OF PANAMA, by John and Mavis 
iesanz, (Columbia University Press, 418 peqs., 


This book could only have been writ- 
ten by authors who love and understand 
Panama. “The People of Panama” is 
one of those rare studies of a people 
and their nation which will immediately 
Satisfy the general reader as well as 
the scholar. John and Mavis Biesanz 
spent nearly nine years in Panama 
studying the Panamanians and their 
complex institutions. The result is a 
definitive volume on Panama. It will 
serve as an excellent travel guide for 
the tourist and a good piece of source 
material for the student. 

Panama has long been termed the 
“Crossroads of the World.” Indeéd Si- 
mon Bolivar thought it would become 
the “capital of the world.” This tiny 
Latin-American nation is today the hub 
of great transportation and communica- 
tion networks linking the Americas and,

forth between the United States and 
South America pause briefly in Pana- 
ma. Other planes fly to Europe via 
Panama. And some day in the not-too- 
distant future the impenetrable Darien 
jungle will be conquered and an over- 
land Pan American Highway will be 
completed, linking the northern and 
southern Americas. 

While most Americans can pay lip 
service to the United States-controlled 
Canal which divided this isthmian coun- 
try into two fairly-equal segments, they 
know surprisingly little about the cul- 
ture and customs of the Panamanians. 
The authors of this book do much to 
overcome this lack. 

The major part of the book {s de- 
voted to a readable, although detailed 
study of the population complexity 
which gives Panamanians a peculiar 
and difficult problem of assimilation. 
Who are the people of Panama? The 
authors include the Spaniard, Hindu, 
Chinese, Negro, Indian and Jamaican— 
to say nothing of the ever-present Amer- 
ican residents of the Canal Zone. It is 
the study of these diverse groups and 
how they interrelate that receives the 
authors’ attention. 

The authors readily admit that few as- 
pects of Panamanian life can be di- 
vorced from the impact of the Canal. 
But they add that “magnificent and 
Strategic as the Canal is as an economic 
and military advantage, it may in the 
long run prove less important to our 
country and to the world than will our 
handling of the social challenges pro 
duced by its existence.”

(i OF THE ROARING GUSH of Labor day oratory and 


Statements this week, which

coloring, there came a pattern of a campaign upon which

To the other — farmers —the 
last Democratic candidate for 
President, and perhaps the next 
one, Adlai Stevenson, devoted 
himself. 

This was in a letter to Henry 
Snow, on whose farm in Min- 
nesota both Mr. Stevenson and 
Gen. Eisenhower delivered their 
principal farm speeches of the 
1952 campaign on the same day. 


Wide Economic Range. 


Apparently there was no 
agreement between Messrs. Tru- 
man and Stevenson staking out 
Labor day territory, but be- 
tween them they laid out the 
issues affecting workers and 
farmers which will be elaborat- 
ed upon between now and the 
election in 1956. 

In truth, however, these is- 
sues are not restricted nor re- 
strictive, aside from a very few 

‘such as the Taft-Hartley law in 

the case of labor and price sup- 
ports in the case of farmers. 
They cover a wide range of eco- 
nomic matters and measures af- 
fecting other elements of our 
economy. 

Thereby hangs the story, 
often overlooked, of what has 
happened in recent years with 
our economics that affect our 
politics.

The G.O.P. Administration 
was also charged with “give- 
aways” in the field of natural 
resources, including water- 
power sites and oil lands; with 
weakening federal regulatory 
agencies to the detriment of 
the consumer, as well as for 
failure to revise the Taft-Hart- 
ley law which is specifically of 
concern to labor. 

All these things are now part 
of the new “full dinner pail.” 

As for Adlai Stevenson and 
the farmers, he went far be- 
yond the controversial price sup- 
ports issue to other issues rec- 
ognized in the “full dinner pail” 
of the farmer.

Republican regime as “an Ad-

Air-Conditioned Dining 
Room Accommodates 102— 
Reception Next Week. 


A new restaurant has been in 
operation on a trial basis at 
City Art Museum for the last 
week, with an “official” open- 
ing reception for the Friends of 
the Museum planned for next 
Thursday at 3:30 p.m., it was 
announced today. 


The dining room, at the south 
end of the basement floor, is 
air-conditioned and is the mu- 
seum’s first room to be cooled 
in this way. Accommodating 102 
persons, compared with 50 
seated by the old restaurant, 
the new quarters are thorough- 
ly modern in design, with a 
horseshoe-shaped soda fountain 
at one end and greenery-backed 
benches along one wall. 

Precise cost of the dining 
facilities was not announced. 
The money came from a 1944 
bond issue of $250,000, from 
which there is an undetermined 
balance still on hand. Part of 


the balance will be used to re- | 
habilitate the area now vacant. | 


Other Additions. 


Out of the same appropria- 
tion have come two public rest- 
rooms, remodeling of the mu- 
seum’s primitive arts gallery, 
grading and leveling of ground 
at the rear of the museum, con-

S you start your “better 
A breakfast” campaign with| 

the opening of the school | 
season, why not make out the 
week's marketing list with va- 
riety as the keynote? If you 
customarily serve orange juice 
morning after morning switch 
to pineapple, grapefruit, 
tomato or any of the many 
other varieties you will find on | 
the canned goods shelves. 

If toasted white bread ap- 
pears on your menu every day 
of the week, try some raisin or 
whole wheat for a change. And | 
s0 on down the list, making the | 
marketing list a sort of treasure 
hunt for foods which, although 
commonplace enough, aren’t too 
familiar in your household. Per- 
haps some of these may turn in- 
to family favorites, perhaps you 
may find that serving them at 
widely spaced intervals is often 
enough; in either event the 
change will get you out of the 
rut into which we all tend to 
fall when it comes to planning 
menus. | 

At the meat counter, for in- 
stance, let's consider bacon. If 
you usually buy the thin sliced 
or fancy bacon you might’ try 
the old-fashioned thicker sliced | 
variety. Some housewives even | 
like fresh bacon (or side meat) 
sliced about a quarter of an 
inch thick, for a hearty and 
thrifty breakfast meat. 

Other breakfast possibilities 
are pork sausage, bulk or links; 
a slice of ham broiled to per- 
fection and topped with pine- 
apple rings; or dried beef in a 
rich cream sauce. Incidentally, 
you should find some good buys 
in all types of bacon and pork 
sausage this week.

Homegrown grapes are about 
over, with supplies now coming 
mainly from Michigan. A word | 
of warning, however, don’t wait 
for any big bargains in Con- 
cords this year. Experts es- 
timate that the crop of Con- 
cords from the northern states. 
is just about half of normal this 
year which means that they 
will not be cheap. 

The peach season has passed 
its peak although you may still 
find good buys here and there. 
Grab them if you find them, by 
all means. And here is a tip: 


do not rely entirely upon ap- 
pearances when selecting 
peaches this week. Some of 


those now on the market have 
a pale green background (due 
to certain methods of fertiliza- 
tion) although they are ripe. In 
other words, this lack of color 


does not necessarily indicate 
lack of maturity. 
You will pay a good price 


for the highly colored Jonathan 
apples of good size, but there 
are plenty of moderately priced 
cooking apples, including Green- 
ings. If you are not familiar 
with the Greening variety it 
would pay you to become ac- 
quainted. Fine for pies and ap- 
ple sauce. 

Prices on. oranges may be 
slightly higher, but the fruit is 
fully mature and of good eating 
quality. Limes are abundant 
and cheap. And you may still 
take your pick of watermelons, 
Persian or Crenshaws, or the 
delicately flavored honeydews.

Cel- 
ery is a bit higher, as are corn 
and cucumbers. Endive from 
California is fancy but high, 
the homegrown low priced but! 
only fair. Spinach is scarce and 
probably will stay that way for 
a while. 

On the other hand, potatoes 
of all sizes and kinds are fine 
buys. Lettuce is cheaper and 
small yellow onions are moder- 
ately priced. (The white ones 
are a little higher, green onions 
not too plentiful). Broccoli and 
brussels sprouts are quite nice 
from California; cabbage and 
cauliflower are moderately 
priced. Eggplant is not too 
plentiful nor too fancy.

Carefully controlled 
studies at the Pennsylvania 
State College, Purdue Univer- 
sity, the State University of 
Iowa and many other research 
centers have turned up some 
rather alarming statistics con- 
cerning the diet of our young 
people. In short, this is not a 
subject to be taken lightly. And 
now, during the fifth national 
Better Breakfast month, is a 
good time to give it some se- 
rious thought. 

Perhaps these suggestions will 
help you evaluate your own at- 
titudes toward the family break- 
fast. 


First of all. 


what is “a good 
breakfast’? It is, according to 
doctors and dietitians, one that 


provides at least one-fourth of 
the daily nutritional require- 
ments. It is one that includes 


fruit (cooked, canned, raw or 
juice), cereal, eggs or meat, en- 
riched bread or toast, milk and 


coffee or tea if desired. Such 
a breakfast obviously can’t be 
eaten on the way to the bus or 
while sprinting for the 7:40 
train. 

Almost as important as the 
foods themselves are the atti- 
tudes of the children toward 
them and the conditions under 
which they are served. When 
breakfast is the pleasant = 
important meal it should be, 
establishes a family eating Bry 
tern from which growing chil- 


dren will profit all of their 
lives. 


Parents will do well to do a 
little soul-searching when it 
comes to the question of aftti- 
tudes, It will do no good to 
lecture Sister about the virtues 
of eating a good breakfast if 
she sees Mother have nothing 
but black coffee and a cigarette. 
Iowa State College studies re- 
port a striking similarity be- 
tween food likes and dislikes of 
mature women and early teen- 
age girls. Like mother, like 
daughter—so set a good ex- 
ample, Mother. 


It is especially interesting to 
note that experts report Amer- 
ican children are best fed up to 
the age of two, and then be- 
come progressively poorer in 
diet until they become adults. 
Mother leaves the hospital with 
a new baby and detailed in- 
structions on feeding him. She 
follows these instructions min- 
utely until Baby is no longer 
an infant, then apparently re- 
laxes her concern.

If you are in the habit of let- 
ting your teen-agers prepare 
their own breakfasts, you may 
be interested to know that of 
10,000 junior and senior high 
school students questioned in a 
recent survey 3000 did not 
have breakfast daily. Two of 
the principal reasons given by 
those who did not eat breakfast | 
were (1) breakfast was not pre- | 
pared, and (2) no one to eat | 
with. Eating alone is no fun, | 
and apparently companionship 
is the thing that would en- 
courage these youngsters to eat 
a breakfast which would be re- 
flected in stronger bodies and 
better grades. In short, make 
breakfast a family meal. | 

And do keep it a pleasant | 
one by avoiding arguments. The 
breakfast table is not a court 
reom, and the breakfast hour 
is not the time to settle all of 
the problems of discipline which 
may be hanging fire. Excite-| 
ment of any kind hinders diges- 
tion, and when meals are peace- 
ful and happy, stubborn feed- 
ing problems are not so apt | 
occur. | 

Finally, do remember that 
variety is the most important 
spice in the breakfast menu. 
And it takes so little to add a 
new twist to familiar foods. 
Children will be intrigued with 
orange juice served in old- 
fashioned glasses, and their 
weighted bases make them eas- 
ier for youngsters to manage. 


Take advantage of the wide 
variety of breakfast meats avail- 
able in your market—crisp ba- 
can, tender ham, browned pork 
sausage links or patties will 
bring the family to the table in 
a hurry. Quick-to-prepare sau- 
sage links can be heated, ready 
to serve, in less than five min- 
utes and are delicious teamed 
with eggs or waffles. And don't 
forget the canned and ready-to- 

eat meats which cut down prep- 
aration time. 

Nor do eggs always have to 
appear on the breakfast table 
fried or boiled. Cream them 
and serve on toast rounds.

Answer: A plate holding fruit or fish cocktail in 4 
stemmed glass is placed on the service plate. 


A WOMAN writes: “I say ‘aither’ and ‘tomah-to.’ I have 
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cer. Then he beats an egg with 
four tablespoons of water and 
plenty of salt and pepper. He 
dips the steak in fine bread 
crumbs, and then he coats it 
with the egg mixture, and then 
with the bread crumbs again. 
He sees that it is well coated. 
Now he puts a heavy frying 
pan on the fire and melts there- 
in a big hunk of butter. When 
the butter is hot, he browns the 
steak quickly on both sides. 
Then he turns the heat down 
real low and lets the steak cook 
slowly, until it is well done. 
To cook it slowly and evenly he 
may even put an asbtstos pad 
between the skillet and the fire. 
When it’s done, he adds two or 
three tablespoons of water to 
the butter and meat essence in 


the pan, stirs it up and heats it 
and comes up with a natural 
sauce which is out of this world. 
He pours this over the hot 
steak. Then he sprinkles on a 
teaspoon or so of capers with a 
little of the juice, then he takes 
a piece of lemon and squeezes 
drops of lemon juice over the 
works. 

He then has to eat it quickly 
before he drools to death. 


HAT, of course, is just one 

T of many things you can do 

with veal steak. Some peo- 

ple never care to go any further. 

In case you do, however, here is 

something else. Veal and 
orange. 

Brown the number of cutlets 

you need and then put them in 


a well-greased baking dish. For 
each cutlet, cook a small piece 
of calves liver in a little water 
and then mince it fine with the 
stock and add a few tablespoons 
of dry white wine. Season it 
with salt and pepper and a tea- 
spoon each of grated orange and 
lemon peel, for each chop, Then 
mix in one egg yolk for each 
chop. 

Pour this over the top of the 
meat in the baking dish, and 
put it in a hot oven, uncovered, 
for 30 to 40 minutes. 

The Italians, like the Aus- 
trians who invented weiner 
schnitzel, have a hearty respect 
for veal. In fact, they originated 
one of the best and best-known 
of veal dishes, veal scallopine.

TWO YOUNG MEN danced 
what is known as the dance of 
self-defense.

Bold Approach 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (UP). 

INCE a fair number of the comparative few who have 

been exposed to Thornton Wilder's “The Skin of Our 

Teeth” in its stage presentations over 13 years have 
professed to be puzzled by the play, it seems reasonable to 
assume that there will be 
more than a token number 
of question-mark eyebrows 
among television’s millions 
after its presentation on 
TV. 

NBC is giving the play 
the two-hour treatment 
Sunday (on KSD-TV from 
6:30 to 8:30 p.m.) with 
Mary Martin, Helen Hayes 
and George Abbott in the 
leading roles which they 
have played this summer 
on Paris, Washington, Chi- 
cago and New York stages 
in a revival of the 1942 
drama. 

“There is no precedent 
for a thing like this, and, 
frankly, I don’t know how 
it is going to turn out,” 
said Vincent J. Donehue, 
director of the TV version.

DONEHUE, OF COURSE, knows what he is going to 
put on the home screens. What he doesn’t know is how the 
viewers are going to react to it, and in the case of most 
plays he would have a reasonably sound idea, as would any 
experienced showman. 

“There is not only the fact that some people who see 
the play in a theater, its natural environment, seem to be 
bothered by the fantastic developments,” Donehue said. 
“We've had to think up some new tricks of our own in 
adapting it for television, and I have no idea how they will 
be accepted. We have to be bold and hope for the best.” 


Som? 


BASICALLY, THERE IS nothing very puzzling about 
Wilder's thesis. The play is a tribute to the indestructibility 
of man and to his sometimes nobility. But it is told with 
a semi-play-within-a-play technique, there are newsreel 
slides to open the proceedings, the theater in which the 
play is being performed has a part, and the people seem 
to be of the present but they are as old as Adam and Eve, 
and the Ice Age, the invention of the wheel and the alpha- 
bet (although Shakespeare is already a standard work) and 
Noah’s flood are all mixed up with a convention in Atlan- 
tic City. 

“Since you're writing about this before the perform- 
ance,” said Donehue, “I’m not going to tell you how we're 
handling the newsreel opening of the play on television. 
That's our secret. 

“We'll have two hours on the air, which means that the 
actual playing time will be about an hour and 40 minutes. 
We've had to trim about 20 minutes from the theater play- 
ing time. Naturally, we’ve had to build our own sets for the 
NBC studio out in Brooklyn, but we will use the costumes 
from the stage production for the most part. Because the 
show is being done in color, we've had to alter the color of 
a costume or two.” 


MARY MARTIN 
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DONEHUE WAS CALLED AWAY to the telephone for 
what proved to be a rather lengthy conversation. 

“A new problem,” he announced when he came back. 
“You know in the third act Helen Hayes comes on stage 
through a trap door. We didn’t have a trap door in the 
Brooklyn studio, but there was no problem in cutting one 
because the floor is built over an old swimming pool. How- 
cutting the door weakens the floor at that point. 
Now we have to alter the shooting plot to keep the cameras 
and any other extra weight off a certain area.” 

But it seems reasonable to believe that Donehue will 
be able to triumph over any obstacles. After all, he directed 
that bevy of female stars in “The Women” last season with- 
out making a single enemy.

They may add, with con- 
siderable candor, “It may 
be because I'm probably 
more willing to learn, but 
it does seem to me as if 
they teach better.” 

Most any eighth grade 
teacher might agree with 
this evaluation that things 
are better, particularly if 
she has previously had any 
experience in teaching 12-year-olds. 
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THE SOMEWHAT SHAPELESS ENTHUSIASM, lack 
of inhibition, restless effervescence of the 12-year-old is 
replaced in many, at 13, by better organization, increased 
concentration, good self-control. Thirteen can be consider- 
able of a joy to his teacher. He has a better sense of re- 
sponsibility than when he was younger, and he is now much 
more dependable. 

However, he doesn’t always show these sterling qual- 
{ties immediately, but comes into them gradually as the 
year progresses. 

He definitely feels that he is now entering an adult 
world, and he likes to be treated as an adult. He resents it 
when he meets authority because he wants to feel and to 
be independent. 


HE 13-year-old is, in general, happier in school than he 
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BUT JUST WHILE HE IS EXPRESSING this Inde- 
pendence, he often finds that he needs to come sheepishly 
back to his teacher for the help which he has just refused. 
Then it is for his teacher to treat him in a man to man 
fashion and not with an air of “I told you so.” 

Thirteen wants to get to school early. He likes to set- 
tle in slowly. He wants to visit with his friends. If he 
comes on a bus, he is calmer than he was at 12, when he 
talked or even shouted, laughed, and was, in general, quite 
loud in his enthusiasm. Thirteen can become boisterous 
with the piercing tones of a high shrill voice as he chats 
mainly with his own sex in the halls or places assigned for 
early morning gathering. He has so much to talk about— 
future parties, what he’s going to do over the weekend, who 
likes whom. Close proximity produces some form of physi- 
cal contact, either in pushing each other or draping an arm 
en another's shoulder. 

Thirteen’s conduct in the classroom is definitely re- 
lated to his attitude toward his teacher. He is very critical 
of her. If he can respect her, his feeling for her can keep 
him in line, but if he doesn’t respect her, he “tries to get 
away with things.”

J. Clinton Hawkins Seeks to Promote’ Daily Bible Reading Among Workers in U.S. Industries

BACK-TO-THE-BIBLE pro- 
A gram, which ultimately may 

encourage millions of busy 
business, professional and la- 
boring men across the country 
to turn aside from their work 
a few moments each day to 
read the Scriptures, is quietly 
gaining momentum in Sts Louis. 
Spearheading the idea is a soft- 
spoken business man who be- 
lieves that women too long 
have carried the church load 
with their missionary societies 
and Ladies’ Aid, and it’s high 
time the men pitched in and 
helped out. 

He is J. Clinton Hawkins, as- 
sistant manager of the St. Louis 
warehouse of the Wheeling Cor- 
rugating Co., long-time leader 
in the Methodist Church and 
the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, and now president of 
the United Church Men of 
America. 


The Bible reading program, 
which Hawkins hopes to de- 
velop across the country, is one 
of the major projects of the 
United Church Men, a depart- 
ment of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica. Also slated for emphasis 
are a “three-fold program of 
prayer, study and action for 
peace,” development of religion 
in industry and support of 
church-related colleges. 


These will be discussed by 
approximately 15,000 laymen 
from 30 Protestant denomina- 
tions in the first national con- 
vention of Christian laymen to 
be sponsored by the United 
Church Men Sept. 14-16 in Cin- 
cinnati, O. 


“United Church Men,” said 
Hawkins, “seeks to give laymen 
an opportunity for practical ex- 
pression of their common al- 
legiance to Jesus Christ, to 
share successful experience in 
the development of effective 
work, and to undertake projects 
—local, state-wide and nation- 
wide — in which church men 
should unite. We want. also to 
participate in the nation-wide 
crusade to strengthen the spir- 
itual quality of American life, 
so as to make our country truly 
a ‘nation under God.’ 

“Too often, the men have 
been willing to give money to 
the church and let their wives 
do the work. And the women 
have done a wonderful job. But 
we feel it is important for men, 
as well as women, to take an 
active role not only in church 
activities but in developing a 
more Christian society. 

“We know the world is sit- 
ting on a powder keg. We have 
learned the ee of pores

OU can teach yourself a les- 
; son in graceful walking just 

by standing on one foot. 
Notice how your weight shifts 
only slightly. It can’t tip far off 
center or you'd fall. 

You won't fall when you're 
walking with a complete shift 
of weight from one foot to the 
other, but this makes sure of 
anything but a model's smooth 
glide. Hip sway results from 
throwing your entire weight on 
one foot, then on the other— 
and a beautiful walk is based 
on omitting every unnecessary 
movement of' the hips. 

A top clue to achieving it is 
to place only half of your 
weight on the forward foot as 
you step along, and to keep the 
rest of it suspended dead cen- 
ter—as it is when you stand on 
one foot. 

Practice this with your shoes 
off. Step slowly. Keep your 
hips as level as possible. Your 
hip muscles probably aren't 
firm enough to make the pro-

Sit on a stool with your feet 
flat on the floor. Place your 
hands on the stool behind your 
hips. Now—and this will be 
quite a strain for awhile—by 
pushing up with your arms, 
raise your hips off the stool as 
you contract the hip muscles— 
hard, and even harder. Hold for 
a count of five, then lower 
yourself onto the seat. Start 
with five times daily and grad- 
ually increase to twenty-five. 
Grow so good at it that you can 
count to ten in the up-in-the-air 
position.

but she can pinch pennies 
with the best of ‘em. 

Bargain hunting is her busi- 
ness. Mrs. Dorothy Boland is 
the purchasing agent for Cook 
county, Ill., one of the most 
heavily populated areas in the 
country. 

One of the few women ever 
to hdld such extensive govern- 
mental purse strings, it is her 
job to buy whatever the county 
needs in 26 departments, in- 
stitutions and agencies. 

A list of things she buys in a 
year would fill a book and then 
some. Mrs. Boland estimated 
that she and her staff purchase 
at least 10,000 different kinds 
of items. They include food, 
medical supplies, clothing, lin- 
ens, office supplies, plumbing, 
fuses and even automobiles and 
bulldozers. 

Her annual food bill alone 
comes to $1,000,000—a market- 
ing chore that every week in- 
cludes such quantities as 38,000 
quarts of milk; 2000 pounds of 
coffee and 5000 pounds of 
sugar.

Crisp Breaded Veal Chops 


Ingredients: Four loin veal 
chops (about one and one-fourth 
pounds), one-half cup finely 
crushed cracker crumbs, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, one egg, one 
tablespoon milk, three to four 
tablespoons butter or margarine. 

Method: Choose fine-quality 
veal chops so they will be ten- 
der-cooked without  braising. 
Cut away any excess fat. Mix 
cracker crumbs with salt and 
pepper. Beat egg and milk 
enough to combine yolk and 
white. Dip a chop in egg, then 
in seasoned crumbs; continue 
to prepare remaining chops 
same way. Melt two tablespoons 
of the butter in a large skillet 
(10 or 12 inches) until very hot; 
add chops and brown slowly. 
Add as much of remaining but- 
ter as necessary when other 
side of chops are browned. 
Cook slowly until tender and 
done through. Makes four serv- 
ings.

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Designing Woman 
Making Slipcovers Fit

OW can you be sure a slip- 
H cover fits as well after it's 
washed as it did when it 
was new? Here «re four point- 
ers in answer to Mrs. G. H. N., 
who writes, “I've had one bad 
experience with slipcovers that 
were too small for the furni- 
ture after they were washed, 
and now that I'm about to make 
new ones, I'd appreciate any ad- 
vice you can give me about see- 
ing it doesn’t happen again.” 
In the first place, Mrs. N. 
choose the fabric for its wash- 
ability as carefully as for its 
design. Look for tags that guar- 
antee minimum shrinkage. You 
won't always find them even on 
good fabrics, however, so make 
a test yourself after you've 
made a choice. Cut a square 
and measure it, then wash it 
and iron it and measure again.

A BASTING THREAD exact- 
ly one inch from the edge helps 
to gauge the shrinkage per 
inch. Make the slipcover as ex- 
tra generous as it should be to 
allow for the estimated shrink- 
age. And be sure the sewing 
machine stitch is loose enough 
because seams with weltings 
particularly can draw up and 
make the slipcover seem too 
small. Lastly, don’t iron out 
quite all the moisture from the 
fabric, so it can be pulled and 
smoothed over the contours of 
the furniture to help the fit.

MRS. M. F. “What do you 
think of bamboo curtains for a 
small dining room?” 


Bamboo curtains are usually 
most pleasing for a small din- 
ing room unless it is too formal, 
but be sure they handle light, 
air, and privacy the way you 
want them to. No window treat- 
ment is right unless it does. 
Use the popular type of bamboo 
curtain if you can because light 
comes through it attractively. 
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MRS. L. B. “Should a cornice 
be covered with the drapery 
fabric, or should it match the 
wall or the woodwork?” 

The cornice belongs to the 
window and is best when it 
looks definitely as if it did. 
Thus a covering of the drapery 
fabric is the best idea. Some- 
times it is true that the true 
wooden cornice has an archi- 
tectural effect and can match 
the woodwork, but a cornice 
that matches walls makes the 
window look lower than it is, 
and this effect is often any- 
thing but desirable. When the 
cornice cannot be covered with 
the drapery fabric, it can 
match the drapery fabric back- 
ground to achieve a close re- 
lationship. It’s seldom that a 
contrasting color alone up on 
the wall has much meaning.
